The  outer  petals  of  the 
pale  yellow  perianth  are  very  broad,  the  inner 
ones  slightly  twisted. 


SPRING  GLORY — Broad  white  perianth,  and  a 
long  chrome  yellow  trumpet.  This  is  one  of  the 
loveliest  of  the  Daffodils.
